regarding the steel trust's contribu¬ 
tions to campaign funds because tit 
was demonstrated to him by the 
trust's attorney that Perkins would 
testify to the detriment of both old 
parties. 

Attorney Richard Lindabury. of the 
United States Steel corporation, was 
closeted with the committee, for sev¬ 
eral hours on Wednesday and it vras

No wonder there are so many tragediea. Men and women 
of finer sensibilities prefer death to this humiliation. 


The aim of every normal man and woman is an old age free 
from care and want. To that end most of them toil patiently 
and live closely, seeking to save something against the day when 
they can earn no more. And yet the same fate awaits the over¬ 
whelming mass of them. 

In the life of the . toiler there are weeks, and sometimes 
months, of enforced idleness, weeks of unavoidable idleness, 
losses from cheating and swindling, and then, as age creeps on 


Realizing this, many great private corporations are now es- 
tablishing old-age pension* for their employe* This tendency; 
has been applauded by the very men who oppose government ; 
pensions for the aged. 

But there are two great Objections to old-age pensions by 
private corporation*. 

In order to gain a pension from a corporation, it is necessary 
for the workingman to tie himself to the corporation for life. 
In order not to lose the pension, the working man or woman 
must be satisfied with his or her wage, laboring conditions and 
hour* of labor. This subservience makes the laborer virtually 
a serf or slave and establishes a new feudalism. 

The second objection to private old-age pensions is that the 
system smacks of charity. It causes the worker to feel that 
some one owns him. The private system results in the bestowal 
of too much power in the hands of the employer over his 
workers. 


The aged working men and working women have therefor* 
a claim on society that it even better than the claim of the 
soldier. 


Any toiler who Has faithfully labored for a meager wage 
for twenty years or more has created more wealth than a penaion 
in old age can repay. Every toiler produces more than he it 
paid. Otherwise he would not be employed. It la a condition 
of the capitalist order of »ociety that the employer mutt get the 
lion's share of the product. 

The word "penaion" in this case it a misnomer. The pay¬ 
ment ought to be.called either “partial restitution" or "old folks' 
compensation."

(that Milwaukee was not a city under 
Socialism, because the party had not 
secured control of the departments so 
vital to carrying out the principles of 
the party,

In this connection let it be stated 
that the .motion to reconsider the 
committee’s action of Tuesday was 
made by Littleton Also that Little¬ 
ton hurried to Washington from New 
York city Tuesday evening in order 
that Stanley might not have carried 
out his plans which would have com¬ 
promised the Democratic party. 

Another Democratic representative, 
Bartlett of Georgia, alto sided with 
Littleton and then Stanley give in. 
Stanley evidently was not on "the in¬ 
side" and this accounts for his blun¬ 
der. 

The chairman, however, did not 
want to hurt himself in the public 
pres* by reversing himself twenty- 
four hours, after he had made an im¬ 
portant ruling, and insisted that Per¬ 
kins he compelled to make a few ad¬ 
missions regarding contributions to 
tht Republican party. To this the Re¬ 
publican members of the committee, 
especially Representative Young, 
strenuously objected. 

A compromise .was then decided 
upon. Lindabury was to state in open 
session that the trust contributed $10,. 
000 in 1904 "either to a state or na¬ 
tional committee." The inference 
would be that the money went to the 
Roosevelt campaign. Stanley was sat.

Berger For Political Refugee 
Protesting against the deportation 
of Theodorr Malkoff. the political ref¬ 
ugee. to Russia, Victor L. Berger, the 
Socialist member of the house, hfca 
written **•» following letter’ to Secre¬ 
tary Nagel of the department of com¬ 
merce and labor (tee first col.): 

"I lesm from New York that the 
board of special inquiry, acting in the 
cate of Theodore Malkoff. has refused 
to take into consideration the politi¬ 
cal nature of the alleged oflenM of 
the prisoner and has ordered that he 
be returned to Russia on the next 
steemer of the Ruatian-Americen line. 
An appeal from the decision has been 
taken to the commissioner-general of 
immigration. 

At the hearing Malkoff testified 
that in 1905 he was a tailor on the

"I have been a member of organ¬ 
ised labor for 2 $ years.” said Mayor 
J. A. C Menton of Flint. Mich, who, 
led the discussion of Comrade 
Thompson’s paper.

Of course, we , 
do not control the city. The common 
council i> composed of eight Repub j 
!icans. one Democrat and three So¬ 
cialists. We call the nine old party 
men 'The Automatic Nine,’ because 
they do what the corporations tell 
them. 

“In my absence the council, the 
three Socialists opposing the meas¬ 
ure. passed an ordinance for a street 
car line on a certain street and al 
lowed the cars to operate with hand 
brakes. 

“The law required air brakes I 
forced the company to comply with 
the law. Flint has the right un 
dertake such municipal enterprises as 
the ^topie authorize on a. referendum. 
This law became operative Aug 12 .

Men, Refusing to Work, Deprived of Liberty and Fed on Bread and 

Water Until They Yielded

bureau of labor. This information, 
however, up to the present time, has 
not been made public. It developed 
at the hearing that United States Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Jordan had taken up 
the matter with the department of 
justice at Washington and the depart¬ 
ment of justice had refused to take 
cognizance of it.

It was stated before the com¬ 
mittee that where the men who were 
compelled to take the plyc of *he 
strikers refused to work they were 
placed in a box car and fed on bread 
and water until they would agree to 
again return to work. While the com¬ 
mittee has not yet taken any definite 
action, as soon as the testimony and 
brief is printed the entire matter will 
be certified to the rules committee, 
which in turn will undoubtedly take 
definite action.

Washington, Aug IS.—The labor 
committee of the house, to which had 
been referred by the committee on 
rules the Wilson resolution calling 
for an investigation of the alleged 
peonage in Westmoreland county.

This'is in direct conflict with the stat¬ 
utes and has been decided to be peon¬ 
age under the law. Atty McNair filed 
information of peonage before Unit¬ 
ed States Attorney Jordan at the time 
of its occurrence, but Mr. Jordan re¬ 
fused to issue a warrant on the in¬ 
formation produced. A little later an 
immense mass of information, charg¬ 
ing peonage, came from the men who 
had been held against their will in 
the works, declaring that they had 
been made prisoners and forced to 
work, for the Pressed Car company 
against their wishes.

No Fake Competition.

v ‘This competition,** savs Supt. Mul-! 
len, “might have been had any time j 
the last ten years. It would have I 
been easy enough had former admin-1 
istrations so desired. Instead, they' 
fought to prevent it. They were j 
against opening of the specifications j 
and the establishment of compel*- j 
tion.*' 

Mullen Attacked. 

There is little doubt that an at¬ 
tack will be directed at Supt. Mul-] 
len because of the elimination of the , 
binder course. An attack of this kind ■ 
has been carried on for a number of j 
weeks by the local “nonpartisan” or¬ 
gan. This paper is known to have 1 
sent letters to the paving department 
of a number of large cities. T le re¬ 
plies received have been printed from 
day to day with the idea of discredit¬ 
ing Supt. Mullen's work. Testimony 
has been presented from some cities 
where corrupt paving rings are oper¬ 
ating. Not being able to attack Mul¬ 
len for having opened the specifica¬ 
tions and brought about real compe¬ 
tition, they are trying to “get him” 
on the binder course. 

Useless Binder Course Cut Out. 

Supt. Mullen savs, "The binder 
course has been cut out in Milwau¬ 
kee because it is useless. Its use first 
began in New York some years ago. 
It was used to bind together a gran¬ 
ite, block base and an asphalt top. 
The tact is. however, that it is not 
needed to hold together a concrete 
base and an asphalt top.’* # / 

“The experience of many cities 
where it has been tried proves this. 
Hardly one of all the cities in the 
southern states is using the binder 
course. 1 have seen pavements in 
Alleghany, Pennsylvania, and other

Last year the state authorities levied a state tax upon over tw'enty- 
onc- millions of dollars of personal property in the city of Milwaukee, 
but the assessors in Milwaukee discovered but about six millions of 
such property in the city 6» Milwaukee. The axpayers of that city, 
whose life-earnings are in their homes, and those who are honest 
enough to list all of their foreign bond* and mortgages, were com¬ 
pelled to pay the taxes upon thc difference between six millions as¬ 
sessed and twentv-onc milli^us levied by the state authorities. And I 
put the question to any honest man- ran *ueh a condition be defended 
by any process of honest leasoning; Docs a like condition exi*t 
throughout the state? We ansver. “Yes'' In the state tax commission 
report of t^oo, on page 16 thereof, the Wisconsin commission quoted 
from the report of a special commission appointed by the Governor of 
Ohio the following language: “We hu\e found • V * that of the 
intangible property, such as money*, credits, stocks and bondt, subject 
to taxation under emitting laws, not ten per cent—perhaps not even 
five per cent—is listed.” The Wisconsin tax commissioner* say “The 
experience of other states is fully confirmed by that of Wisconsin." None 
dare deny the truth of that assertion And when we contemplate the vast 
amount of money, credits, slocks and bonds in thi* state, all subject to 
taxation under existing laws, and that from pc to 05 per cent of that 
property is escaping all taxation, and it* burden placed upon those who 
do not escape taxation, we can realize something of the magnitude of the 
injustice which exists.
